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The following are the reasons in detail : 

1.— Contingencies— Mayor's Office. 

The reduction from $6,000 to $2,500 is overruled, because 
there are many contingent needs to be met, for which not less 
than the amount appropriated in the Provisional Estimate is 
considered sufficient. 

2.— Salabies— Finance Department. 

The sum of $200,000 was appropriated for this purpose in 
the Provisional Estimate. The Board of Aldermen reduced it 
to $151,320, and also suggested changes in the salaries and or- 
ganization of the Finance Department, which is a power de- 
volved by the Charter exclusively upon the head of that depart- 
ment. The suggestions of the Board of Aldermen have 
therefore been overruled by the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, and the sum of $180,000 fixed as the amount in the 
Final Estimate.

lcrease of the amount appropriated for this purpose in 
visional Estimate, from $2,713,200 to $2,880,200 to pro-

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such an increase of the police at this time is unwise and un- 
necessary, and the original amount is, therefore, restored in the 
Final Estimate. 

17, — Advertising, Printing, Stationery and Blank Books. 

The increase of the appropriation for this purpose, from 
$137,500 to $150,000, by the Board of Aldermen, is quite un- 
necessary and extravagant, and, upon further consideration, 
it is deemed advisable to reduce even the amount in the Pro- 
visional Estimate, and fix it at $130,000 in the Final Estimate. 

18. — Court of Special Sessions — Subpcena Servers. 
The reduction of $1,500, made by the Board of Aldermen in 
the appropriation for this purpose, would not leave an amount 
sufficient to provide the means necessary to pay the lawful 
salaries. It is therefore overruled, and the original amount is 
restored in the Final Estimate. 

19. — Salary— Commissioner of Jurors. 

The increase of $5,000 for this purpose made by the Board 
of Aldermen, thus making the salary of the Commissioner of 
Jurors $10,000, is overruled as excessive, and the sum of $6,000 
is appropriated in the Final Estimate as ample compensation. 

20. — Salaries— Clerks, etc., Commissioner of Jurors. 

The increase for this purpose made by the Board of Alder- 
men from $5,900 to $15,000 is overruled, for the reason that it 
is excessive, and the sum of $7,000 is appropriated in the Final 
Estimate as an adequate amount. 

21. — Salaries — Department of Taxes and Assessments and 
Board of Assessors. 

The appropriation for this purpose in the Provisional Esti- 
mate was reduced from $124,000 to $115,000. This reduction 
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is overruled as inexpedient at this time, and the sum of $119- 
000 is appropriated in the Final Estimate. 

The Chairman put the question whether the Board would 
agree to adopt the said resolution.

Gentlemen,— Under Chapter 634 of the Laws of 1871, it 
became the duty of the Commissioners of the Department of 
Public Parks to cause a proper survey to be made of all that 
part of the County of Westchester lying south of the southerly 
line of the village of Yonkers, and also to devise and prepare 
maps and plans for the improvement of the navigation of Har- 
lem Biver and Spuyten Duy vil Creek ; the Act further provides 
that for the payment of all expenses so incurred, the Treasurer 
or Comptroller of the Counties of New York and Westchester, 
respectively, are required to pay over to the Board of Com- 
missioners of the Department such sums as shall be certified by 
them as necessary to carry out the provisions of said Act in 
thatxespect. 
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in pursuance of the provisions of said act, the Commits, 
sfoners of the Department of Public Parks did cause surveys 
to be made, and devise and prepare maps and plans for the 
improvement of Harlem River and Spuyten Duyvil Creek, and 
did also comply with the provisions of the act in relation to ob- 
taining the requisite funds to meet the liabilities incurred on 
account of said several works, but never received from the 
* County of Westchester sufficient to meet its proportionate 
share of the liabilities. 

During the session of the Legislature in 1873, Chapter 677 
was passed, which provides that it shall be the duty of the 
Board of Commissioners of the Department of Public Parks 
of the City of New York to issue a requisition upon the 
Mayor of the City of Yonkers and the Supervisors of the 
town of Kingsbridge for certificates of indebtedness of the City 
of Yonkers and of the town of Kingsbridge for the amount 
of the lawful indebtedness existing and incurred by the said 
Board of Commissioners under Chapter 534 of the Laws of 
1871, in that part of the former town of Yonkers which was 
situated south of the south line of the former village of 
Yonkers, and an extension of the said line extending to the 
Bronx River. 

No provision, however, was made by the act for the pay- 
ment of tbe indebtedness incurred in the matter of the im- 
provement of the navigation of Harlem Biver. The authori- 
ties having failed to comply with the provisions of the act in 
paying over all the moneys as therein directed, Chapter 651 of 
the Laws of 1874 was passed, which act recites that by the 
apportionment made by James G. Comter, Mayor of the City 
of Yonkers, and John Bussing, Supervisor, &c, the entire in- 
debtedness incurred in the town of Yonkers by the Board of 
Commissioners of the Department of Public Parks under 
Chapter 534 of the Laws of 1871 was fixed at $16,396.48; of 
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that amount $11,890.62 was apportioned to the town of Kings- 
bridge. By this act the Comptroller of the City of New York 
was authorized and directed to pay said sum of $11,890.62, with 
interest, to the Board of Commissioners of the Department of 
Public Parks, for the purpose of liquidating the indebtedness 
incurred in the town of Yonkers, which, however, at the time 
of the receipt of the money by the Department amounted to 
less thati as stated in said act, and consequently there is a • 
surplus which amounts to the sum of $1,709.26. 

As it appears by the books of the Department that sufficient 
moneys have never been provided for the payment of the in- 
debtedness incurred in the matter of the improvement of 
Harlem River, and consequently there are bills outstanding 
amouQtiug in the aggregate to the sum of $1,512.55, and inas- 
much as the whole amount of $11,890.62, with interest, was 
paid over to this Department, and as there are no out- 
standing claims against the same, as I am informed and be- 
lieve, and a balance still remains, I would recommend the

Sir, — With your letter to me of the 19th of February last, 
was transmitted a report of Mr. Commissioner Williamson 
with reference to the disposition of the balance in the hands 
of the Treasurer of the funds paid to the Department of Pub- 
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lie Parks, under Chapter 561 of the Laws of 1874, with a re- 
quest for my advice and opinion in regard to the matters 
therein mentioned. 

It appears from the report of Mr. Williamson and an ex- 
amination of the statutes therein referred to, that, under Chap- 
ter 534 of the Laws of 1871, the Department of Public Parks 
was authorized to cause a nurvey to be made of a certain por- 
tion of the County of Westchester, and also to prepare maps 
and plans for the improvement of the uavigatdon of the Harlem 
River and Spuyten Duyvil Creek ; and that under the terms of 
said law, the Treasurer or Comptrollers of the County of New 
York, and the County of Westchester, respectively, were re- 
quired to pay over to the Department of Parks such sums as 
should be certified by the Department to be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of the first and fourth sections of said act. 

It further appears that such surveys were made, and such 
maps and plans prepared, but that the money to meet the ex- 
pense thereof was not furnished, as provided in said act ; that 
for the purpose of meeting the expense so incurred, the Legis- 
lature, in, 1873, passed a law, being Chapter 677 of the Laws of 
that year, and this law having proved ineffective for such pur- 
pose, the Legislature passed another law having the same 
object in view, being Chapter 651 of the Laws of 1874 It also 
appears that under these laws the amount to be paid by the 
Town of Kingsbridge, for the purpose of making surveys, was 
fixed at $11,890.62 ; and that town having been annexed to the 
city of New York, the Comptroller was required to pay this 
sum over to the Department of Public Parks, and the Board 
of Apportionment was required to make the necessary appro- 
priation therefor. The Board of Apportionment accordingly, 
in 1875, made the necessary appropriation, and the Comptrol- 
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ler paid over this sum to the Department of Parks, most of 
which has been applied for the purpose for which it was ap- 
propriated ; but there remains in the hands of the Treasurer 
the sum of $1,709.26. 

It also appears that the Department of Parks incurred an 
expense of $1,542.55 in preparing maps and plans for the im- 
provement of the Harlem River and Spuyten Duyvil Creek, but 
that no moneys have been provided in any manner for the 
payment of this indebtedness, and the question now raised and 
submitted to me is whether such indebtedness of $1,542.55 can 
be paid out of said sum of $1,709.26. 

I do not think that this question is one that requires any ex- 
tended discussion. It seems to me that the case is simply this : 
The Board of Estimate and Apportionment, under express 
acts of the Legislature directing it so to do, has made an ap- 
propriation which appears to be in excess of the amount 
required. I do not think that as a matter of strict law the 
Department of Public Parks has the right to apply this money 
to any purpose other than that for which it was appropriated. 
There is, however, it seems to me, an easy way out of the dif- 
ficulty. The Board of Estimate and Apportionment is author- 
ized by law to transfer the balance of any appropriation found 
by the Department for which it is made to be in excess of the 
necessities of the Department to any other purpose or object 
for which the appropriation is insufficient. 

I respectfully recommend therefore that the Department of 
Public Parks should certify the facts to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, and request that Board to transfer the sum 
of $1,542.55 to an appropriation for the purpose of paying the 
expense of preparing such maps and plans for the improvement 
of the Harlem River and Spuyten Duy vil Greek.

Gentlemen, — The Commission appointed to complete the 
New County Court House has, upon mature deliberation, con- 
cluded to finish the Chambers street porch, as originally de- 
signed, to complete the interior of the main hall to the ridge 
oi the roof, and then place upon it a sky-light sufficient to 
properly light the interior of the building. 

The Commission did not think it to the interest of the 
county to build another porch on the south side of the build- 
ing, as was contemplated in the original design ; such a porch, 
while very costly, is of no practical use. 

To make a proper finish on the south side, it is proposed to 
extend a wing of about 50x70 feet, which will not cost much more 
than the contemplated porch, and will contain a number of 
large, airy rooms, for office use, which it is thought will save 
rentals now paid to the amount of some twenty thousand 
dollars.

Gentlemen, — I have the honor to present the accompanying 
statement of my experienced and trusty Chief Clerk, to your 
Honorable Body, for such action as to you may seem appro- 
priate, but I cannot forbear expressing my surprise, and deep 
anxiety, that the matters entrusted to this office of such vast 
importance to the property interests of our people, should have 
been so long endangered, by their non-record. 

I am profoundly sensible of the urgent need there is at the 
present time of rigid but wise economy, in our public expendi- 
ture, and would most reluctantly seek to impose unnecessary 
burdens upon the tax payers of this city, but the condition of 
things in this office, so clearly set forth in Mr. Minor's commu- 
nication addressed to me, greatly endangers the public docu- 
ments entrusted to the care of this office, which relate to many 
estates, concerning many millions of dollars of property, for- 
bids that I should keep the appropriate authorities in igno- 
rance of this great jeopardy, so long as a small expenditure 
would secure the proper record of all such matters within the 
current year. 

If you shall be pleased to meet this emergency, as its great 
importance seems to require, I will cheerfully undertake to for- 
ward the reform, so urgently demanded, with all practical econ- 
omy and dispatch.

Dear Sir,— Allow me to call your attention to the condition 
of the records of your office, which may be concisely stated as 
follows : 

Begnlar Wills unrecorded, about 600

Decrees on final accounting, about 10,000 

The regular unrecorded wills are from June, 1875, to Janu- 
ary, 1876. 

The unrecorded foreign wills are from 1871 to date. 

The unrecorded minutes, orders. 4c, are from August, 1872, 
to date. 

The decrease on final accounting are from November, 1871, 
to date. 

The reason why the work of the office is so far behind is the 
want of more clerks, and of a larger appropriation. And in 
this connection I beg leave to say that the clerks we now have 
are very attentive to their business, do their work faithfully, 
honestly, and well, and do as much as can be reasonably re- 
quired of them. But they are too few in numbers to keep up 
with the work. 

The appropriation for the present year for clerk hire is only 
$37,500, and of this amount the proper proportion for the four 
months of January, February, March and April, 187*), is 
$12,500, but there has been actually paid out for the said four 
months the sum of $14,749.86, which is a proportional over- 
draft of $2,249.86. 
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It is, therefore, obvious that, unless the appropriation shall 
be materially increased, you will not be able to complete the 
unfinished work, but must diminish jthe clerical force of your 
office, and let the work get in arrear to a greater extent than at 
present. v 

The present pay-roll, which has been reduced to the extreme 
Emit, is $42,200, showing an excess for the remaining eight 
months of the year of $391.63 per month, or for the 
whole period $4,133.04, to which must be added the 
present overdraft of $2,249.86, amounting to $6,382.90 deficit, 
which will afford barely force sufficient to keep up the current 
business of the office, while -there is very ttngent need that the 
unrecorded matter, so long omitted, should be speedily re- 
corded. 

In former years the appropriation for clerk hire has been 
much greater, and a glance at the difference in the amount 
thereof from 1870 down to the present year, will, it seems to 
me, convince any one of the inadequacy of the present appro- 
priation, particularly when we take into consideration the in- 
crease in the business of the office, in consequence of the an- 
nexation of the lower part of Westchester county to your 
jurisdiction, the increase and growth of the city, and the en- 
largement of the judicial powers of your court.

I cannot overestimate the great importance <rf having the 
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unfinished work of the office completed at the earliest possible 
date. I consider it alike due to all the parties transacting 
business in your office that there should be no unnecessary de- 
lay in bringing this matter to the notice of the proper authori- 
ties, in order that some provision may be made by which you 
will be able to have this important matter attended to. 

Allow me, in conclusion, to call your attention to the fact 
that important papers and documents are likely to be mis- 
placed, mislaid, or even lost, for want of placing them upon 
record at the proper time.

By Chapter 221 of the Laws of 1875, the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment is authorized, from time to time, and in 
sums according to its discretion, by resolution, to appro- 
priate all Excise moneys derived by the Excise Commissioners 
from licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquors, to such bene- 
volent or charitable institutions in the city " which shall gratu- 
itously aid, support or assist the poor thereof," as may seem to 
said Board deserving or proper. 

Herewith I present a schedule of charitable and benevolent 
institutions coming within this provision of the law, classified 
under the various heads of — 

Homes and Asylums, 

Orphan Asylums, 

Hospitals, 

Dispensaries, 

Infirmaries, and 

Charitable Societies and Missions. 

The law directs that " no payment shall be made in pursu- 
" ance of this act, except as a per capita allowance for the poor 
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" and destitute persons, actually treated, cared for, or educated 
" in the institutions referred to in this act," but the law does 
not fix the rate per capita, nor prescribe the mode of determin- 
ing the amount to be allowed ; this duty, therefore, rests in the 
discretion of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 

The applications made by various societies for a share of the 
Excise moneys having been referred to the Comptroller for 
examination, I prepared the accompanying circular, and ad- 
dressed it to the various charitable institutions for the purpose 
of obtaining sucfc information of their actual operations during 
the first six months of 1876, as would furnish a basis for a fair 
and equitable distribution among them, based on a per capita 
allowance to each of the Excise moneys, according to their 
relative usefulness and the extent of their operations in 
gratuitously aiding, supporting, and assisting the poor and 
destitute. 

I have endeavored to suggest a just and equitable distribu- 
tion based on a per capita allowance among the various chari- 
table institutions, according to .the information furnished in 
their answers to the circular sent to them, and upon such other 
reliable information I have be^n able to obtain concerning 
them. % * 

Owing to want of positive information it is difficult to estab- 
lish any rule that will work with exact justice between their 
relative claims in a distribution of the Excise moneys, and to 
fix the amounts to which they are entitled respectively. The 
numbers of persons relieved, and the amount of money ex- 
pended, are not the only grounds upon which to determine 
fairly the per capita allowance to any institution ; there are 
many considerations to be taken into view, such as the nature 
and value of the charity, and the extent of the relief furnished 
to each. An individual may be supported in one institution for 
a whole year and another relieved by a single passing meal or 
a night's lodging, or a single prescription ; but it would obvi- 
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ously be quite inequitable to make the same amount of allow- 
ance per capita in each case. 

While this distribution may be considered as the general 
distiibution for the year to these institutions, such as dispen- 
saries, hospitals, asylums, etc., it will be in the power of the 
Board, from moneys still in hand, to make a further distribu- 
tion, by and by, to such institutions as more immediately fur- 
nish food and shelter to those in pressing and extrame need.

Per Curiam : 

We are of the opinion that the Act, chapter 335 of the Laws 
of 1873, authorizing the Board of Apportionment to fix the 
salaries of all officers paid from the city treasury, does not in- 
clude any but city officers, such as are connected with the pol- 
itical organization of the city government. The act is en- 
titled " An Act to reorganize the local government of the city 
of New York." 

The plaintiff is not such an officer, but is a judicial officer, 
embraced within the judiciary system of the State. Quinn vs. 
Mayor, &c, 44 How. Pr. B., 266, affirmed in this court, 53 N. 
Y., 627 ; Leardon vs. Mayor, &c, Jones & Spenser, Sup. CL 
B.. 467. 

If the Legislature intended to embrace other than strictly 
city officers, it must be presumed that the statute would have 
so declared in express terms. 

The constitutional question need not be considered. 

The judgment should be affirmed.

The sum 
of eighteen thousand ($18,000) dollars from " Harlem Kiver 
Bridges, Repairs, Improvements and Maintenance," and the 
sum of three hundred and twenty-six dollars and sixty -six 
cents ($326.66) from " Independence Day — Celebration of," all 
to " Maintenance and Government of Parks and Places ; Main- 
tenance of the Parks, including the wages of Foremen, 
Gardeners, Mechanics and Laborers employed on works of 
maintenance, and including also the sum of $30,000 for the 
keeping, preservation and exhibition of the collection in the 
American Museum of Natural History and the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, and also the maintenance of the Meteorologi- 
cal Observatory." 

2d. The sum of four thousand ($4,000) dollars from " Main- 
tenance and Government of Parks and Places : Police, salaries 
of, including Captain, Lieutenant, Sergeants, Patrolmen, Post 
and Gate keepers, and Night Watchmen," to " Maintenance

The sum of ten thousand ($10,000) dollars from " Re- 
building and Repairing Bridges over the Bronx river, in the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards," to "Maintenance 
and Government of Public Places, Roads, Avenues and 
Bridges, Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards."

Resolved, That the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, as 
provided by section 112 of chapter 335 of the Laws of 1873, 
and the amendments thereto, do, by the affirmative vote 
of all the members, hereby make the following Provisional 
Estimate of the amounts required to pay the expenses of 
conducting the public business of the City and County of 
New York, in each Department and branch thereof, and 
the Board of Education, for the next ensuing financial 
year, to wit, for the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
seven (1877), in which estimate is included such sum as is 
necessary for the payment of the interest on the bonds of 
the City and County, which becomes due and payable 
within said year, and also such sum as is necessary to pay 
the principal of any bonds and stocks which become due 
and payable from taxes during the said year, and also so 
much as may be necessary to pay the proportion of the 
State Tax required to be paid by the City and County of 
New York, in said year.

The Comptroller presented the following communication : 

Finance Department — Comptroller's Office, 
New York, October 31, 1876. 

To the Board of Estimate and Apportionment : 

At a meeting of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
held December 21, 1875, 1 submitted an estimate of the re- 
ceipts of the General Fund for 1876, amounting to $3,294,800, 
and proposed that the sum of $3,000,000 should be deducted 
from the Budget of 1876, as the product of the General Fund. 
Against a carefully compiled official statement of the total 
amount that could be reasonably estimated to accrue to the 
General Fund in 1876, from all sources of revenue, and in op- 
position to my earnest protest and representations upon the 
subject, the Board insisted upon increasing the amount of esti- 
mated revenues of the General Fund and deducted from the 
Final Estimate for 1876, to the sum of $4,000,000 instead of 
$3,000,000, as proposed by me. 

That this amount was a large over-estimate of the revenues 
of the General Fund for 1876, is shown by a statement pre- 
sented herewith of the actual receipts to September, and an 
estimate for the remainder of the year. By this statement it 
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will be seen that the amount of revenues of the General Fund 
actually received, prior to September 30, is $1,843,361.84, and 
the total amount for the whole year, including the estimated 
amount for the last tbree months of 1876, and the balance from 
1875, is $3,088,600, or nearly $1,000,000 less than the amount 
deducted from the Budget of 1876. 

There will therefore be a deficiency in the product of the 
taxes of 1876, on account of this over-estimate of revenues of 
the General Fund, of the large sum of nearly one million 
dollars. 

The amount added to the estimate by the Board of Super- 
visors " to supply the deficiencies" in the product of the taxes 
of 1876, is only $145,125.96, and as this sum is wholly inade- 
quate even to meet the deficiencies in the collection of personal 
taxes, and for errors in assessments, etc., as represented by me 
at the time the tax levy was made, it will be seen that the de- 
duction of $4,000,000 from the Final Estimate for 1876, on 
account of revenues of the General Fund, was an error, and will 
lead to serious consequences, as will also the failure of the 
Supervisors to include an adequate sum to make deficiencies 
of collections. 

At the last session of the Legislature, two acts were passed 
reducing the rate of interest upon taxes and assessments in 
arrears, by which the revenues of the General Fund have been 
and will continue to be considerably reduced. These laws were 
enacted against my judgment and my representations; they 
are unwise and unjust to those prompt tax-payers who had paid 
their taxes and assessments, and operating only to the advant- 
age of those persons who were delinquent. The argument 
used in support of the measure was, that it would afford so 
great a relief to the property-holders, that the taxes and assess- 
ments in arrears would be paid, and thus the treasury would 
be largely benefited immediately. This anticipation has been 
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but very partially realized, and the improvidence of these laws 
is now very clearly seen. 
I estimate the revenues of the General Fund for 1877 at 
000, and propose that the sum of $2,500,000, be deducted 
le estimate for 1877.

The amount added to the Final Estimate for 1876 to sup- 
ply deficiencies in the product of the taxes was $145,125.96, 
and the Tax Levy amounted to $31,109,521.60. 

The rate of tax was 2.80 per cent. 

If the same amount be added to the Estimate for deficiencies 
in 1377 the Tax Levy will amount $29,735,096.58. 

And the rate of tax will be a fraction less than 2.68 per cent, 
upon the valuations of the present year. 

I present herewith a tabulated statement of appropriations 
for all purposes in 1A76 and 1877 ; showing, also, the amounts 
asked for in the Departmental Estimates, and the amounts al- 
lowed in the Provisional Estimates for 1877. 
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The State tax for the County of New York in 1876 was 
$7,233,189.48, and for 1877 it is $4,162,883.85, making a reduo 
tion in this item of $3,070,305.63. 

Considerable redactions have also been made in the Depart- 
mental Estimates, and the total amount of the Provisional Esti- 
mate would have shown a great reduction upon the estimate 
for 1876, if it were not necessary to add several large sums for 
'extraordinary appropriations — such as the item of $700,000 
for repaying and repairs to street pavements. This amount is 
an increase of $550,000 over the appropriation for 187(3 for 
these purposes. The importance of making adequate provision 
for the repairs of pavements is apparent to every one. An 
item of $276,331.14 is also included for real estate expenses, to 
pay assessments on Corporation property, and an item for 
judgments of $200,000. These items make an aggregate of 
over $1,000,000.

In pursuance of the provisions of Section 112, of Chapter 335, 
of the Laws of 1873, requiring a concurrent vote to make a 
Provisional Estimate, the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment herewith transmit to your Honorable Body the Pro- 
visional Estimate, made by the said Board for the year 1877, 
with the following reasons for it in detail : 

First— The Common Council. 

The Departmental Estimate is for $114,500, the same amount 
appropriated for 1876. No change has been made in the 
Provisional Estimate for 1877, the compensation of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen being fixed by law, and that of * 
the officers and clerks remaining on the same basis as in 
1876. 
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Second— The Mayoralty.

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The request of the Department of Public Parks made three 
months before the year is closed, for a sweeping transfer of 
nearly the entire appropriations for specific purposes of the 
present year, which it is assumed by that Department will re- 
main unexpended at the end of this year, to other objects of 
the present year, for which sufficient appropriations, had they 
been properly husbanded, have already been made, is strongly 
suggestive of bad faith, and is a proposal which has no pre- 
cedent, and is not consistent with a sound public policy, or 
justifiable by any existing circumstances, that have yet been 
made apparent. 

The amount of the appropriations annually made to the 
departments is in the discretion of the Board of Apportionment, 
in order that a limit,may be set upon improper or unnecessary 
expenditures. The power to transfer balances is, within certain 
limits, also vested in this Board. No transfer should be allowed 
by this Board until it is satisfied that the objects for which the 
appropriations were originally made will not need them, nor 
without the clearest evidence of good faith and of proper ad- 
ministration on the part of the Department asking them. 

It is the duty of this Board to look into the reasons before 
allowing such transfer. A loose interpretation of the law, in 
this respect, opens the door to abuses in the expenditures of 
the public moneys ; to the diversion of the funds required for 
one purpose to which the public interest requires they should 
be applied, to purposes which may better serve the interests of 
the officers concerned. 

The law plainly intends, and the practice has been to make 
transfers for specific purposes only, and whenever the Board is 
requested to sanction a transfer, the particular object and pur- 
pose, as well as the reasons for making it, are submitted ; and 
the transfer, if approved, is made accordingly for the specified 
purpose only, and not for general purposes, as is now asked 
by the Park Department. 
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Generally speaking, transfers of balances of the current 
year should never be made except to meet some urgent neces- 
sity which the Board of Apportionment approves, and which 
could not have been clearly foreseen, or to provide for lawful 
claims which cannot otherwise be paid, and the transfers 
should only be made from appropriations, the original pur- 
poses of which have been accomplished. 

Let us see for a moment the action of the Park Department 
respecting the appropriations and balances which they wish 
transferred. 

That Department asked for the year 1Q76 $59,300, to keep 
the bridges over Harlem river in repair. They were allowed 
$40,000 up to November 1, 1876; they have expended 
$12,204.29. This money was either required, or it was not. 
If it was required to keep the bridges in repair, to meet the 
public necessities, then it should have been so used. If it was 
not, then the call for it was a wrong upon the tax-payers, 
and an imposition upon the Board of Apportionment. 

The Park Department asked for $29,000 to maintain the 
bridges over the Bronx river in 1876. They were allowed 
$15,000. Up to the first of this month they had expended of 
this amount only thirty-three dollars and and fifty cents. This 
money was either wanted, or it was not. If it was not, it 
should not have been called for ; if it was, it should have been 
used for the purpose for which it was supplied. Had con- 
siderations of economy dictated the saving of these bridge 
moneys, or if it was found, after being called for, that they 
were not required, this would afford some justification for their 
not being used. But this cannot be claimed, for neither of 
these propositions is true. 

We have seen from what accounts the Park Department 
wants transfers made, and now let us see to what accounts they 
wish them to be made. If made, they go to swell the salary 
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accounts which this Board took especial pains to limit, and to 
swell the maintenance account of the parks already sufficiently 
provided for. 

There is no room for doubt that the number of salaried per- 
sons and the salaries paid by the Department of Parks are 
excessive. I am informed that fruitless efforts have been made 
on the part of one commissioner to keep within the appropria- 
tions and to reduce salaries, and that the Park Department 
was repeatedly informed early in the year that unless they 
economised their moneys they would run short before the year 
was out — they have had months ago full warning. 

The Board of Apportionment has of late strictly adhered to 
the rule not to transfer apparent balances of former years. 

Were the application of the Department of Parks merito- 
rious, this rule would exclude the transfer asked for of the 
appropriations for 1874 and 1875 ; and it is now found that the 
rule is just as applicable to the year 1876! as any balances that 
may seem to exist are only apparent ; they do not exist in fact, 
and no transfer of them should be made, except in case of 
imperative necessity. But the transfers asked for by the Park 
Department should not be made for several other reasons. 

Section 2 of Chapter 303 of the Laws of 1874, and also of 
Chapter 308 of the same year, provides as follows : 

" The said Board of Estimate and Apportionment shall have 
the power at any time to transfer any appropriation for any 
year which may be found by the head of the department for 
which such appropriation shall have been made to be in excess 
of the amount required or deemed to be necessary for the pur- 
poses or objects thereof, to such other purposes or objects for 
which the appropriations are insufficient, or such as may re- 
quire the same ; and if it is found at the time when the esti- 
mate is made of the expenses of conducting the public business 
of the County of New York for the next succeeding fiscal yean 
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that there will be a surplus or balance remaining unexpended 
of any appropriation then existing at the end of the current 
fiscal year, such surplus may be applied to like purposes in the 
next succeeding year." 

In the case of two of the appropriations for If 
the Park Department requests transfers to b 
the bridge appropriations, it cannot be pretc 
appropriations to these objects and purpo 
are in excess " of the amount required ;" ind 
clear that they are not in excess, because the Pa 
asks for next year still larger sums for the very 
as follows : 

For Bridges over Harlem river — maintenance, 
pairs, etc

The law, as above cited, imposes two conditio 

First. — That the appropriation from which

The Board of Apportionment fixed the amoui 
ed by the Park Department in 1876, for " salari 
a sum more than adequate ; and within this si 
should have been and might easily have been 1 
the time this Board fixed this limit upon salaru 
ment has proportionately exceeded the amoui 
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{or " salaries/' and has diminished the Maintenance Account 
for wages of laborers by attempting to charge to it salaries of 
certain employees that should be paid from Salary Account 
thus creating a deficiency in the Wages Account which they 
now wish supplied. The laborers' money has been sought to be 
expended by the Park Department to pay salaries. 4 Immedi- 
ately after the limit placed by this Board on the salaries of the 
Park Department, nine of the employees of that Department, 
who had, up to that time, been on the Salary roll, were charged 
to the account for paying laborers' wages without any apparent 
change in their duties, and, in one instance, with increased 
pay. This attempt to divert moneys from one appropriation 
for the benefit of another was discovered by the Finance De- 
partment, notwithstanding continued opposition interposed by 
the Park Department to getting at the true account of its 
operations. It was, as I think, a clear attempt to evade the 
limit placed by this Board on the amount to be expended for 
salaries. 

The Park Department, in a preamble, states that the appro- 
priations * * * * were so " distributed by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment to the various works under the 
control of that Department, that there are deficiencies on some 
and surpluses on others." 

This is not a correct statement of the action of this Board. 

There was no gross sum assigned to the Park Department 
to be distributed. An appropriation of a specific sum was 
made to each of certain purposes ; and the reason there is a 
" deficiency oil some," is that the Park Department has, I fear, 
conducted its business without regard to economy, and to the 
necessity of keeping within the appropriations. And the reason 
there are " surpluses on others," is that the Department has 
not done the work which the money was appropriated to enable 
it to do. In fact, the Park Department has expended, accord- 
ing to its own showing, appropriations made to carry on its 
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business for a whole year, within nine or ten months of that 
year, and has brought itself to grief, and now seeks to throw 
the consequences upon the Board of Apportionment. 

The reasons above stated apply in whole or in part to other 
balances of 1876 sought to be transferred by the Park Depart- 
ment. The amount awarded for the police was based upon 
the then existing pay of the police, and any balance on this 
account is but apparent. The same is the case with the Inde- 
pendence Day money, amounting to about $300. 

I recommend that the transfers requested by the Depart- 
ment of Public Parks shall not be made, but that these moneys, 
especially the bridge appropriations, be transferred to the 
Genefal Fund after the year has closed for the reduction of tax- 
ation for the next year, as is authorized by section 112, chapter 
335, Laws of 1873. 

Or, as is also authorized by the law above quoted, that the 
bridge appropriations be stricken from the budget of 1877, and 
the moneys of 1876 raised for these purposes be applied to the 
same purposes next year, for which money is asked by the 
Park Department. 

It might be well, before determining finally as to what shall 
be done with the apparent balances of the police moneys, to 
examine what amount is necessary to protect the public pro- 
perty for the balance of the year, and if any provision is made 
by this Board for the purpose, to accompany it with conditions 
that shall ensure its proper application. I would also make a- 
condition that would compel the rendition of the accounts in 
this department as frequently required by the Finance Depart- 
ment.

To the Board of Estimate and Apportionment : 

The application of this Department for the transfer of ita 
appropriations was formally made on the 28th September, 
1876. It was then referred to the Comptroller. The reasons 
and ground of the application were twice orally explained to 
your Board, and once, on the 23d of October, in writing, 
Everything stated by the Comptroller in his report, made on 
the 21st instant, was as well known to him then as it is now, 
but the delay until the season for fall work has nearly passed, 
to that extent defeats the purposes of the transfer. 

I. 

He has presented three points against ns — 

1st. That to ask more for any specific purpose than we pro- 
pose to spend, is suggestive of bad faith, and is inconsistent 
with a sound public policy, that the fact that we have not used 
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it shows that we did not want it, or that we neglected our duty 
in not using it. 

2d. That we have not met th* conditions imposed by the 
l*w — that the appropriation from which we' ask the transfer 
shall be excessive ; and 

3d. That there shall be a justifiable deficiency in the appro- 
priation, to supplement which we ask the transfer. 

And on these grounds he bases general charges of loose 
interpretation and bad management. In these respects the 
Comptroller is neither correct in his facts nor sound in his con- 
clusions. 

II. 

Your subdivision of the total appropriation was arbitrary, 
and it was not based on any view of the requirements of this 
Department. Our savings in the items where a surplus exists 
have been economical and wise, and the purposes to which we 
desire the transfer are the purposes to which the money ought 
to go. It is our province to exhibit to your Board a detailed 
written estimate of the expenditures required in this Depart- 
ment for the year for which the appropriation is to be made. 
On this your Board make a provisional estimate, which, after 
the review by the Board of Aldermen, returns to your Board, 
who make a final estimate, and the sum so provided for is 
raised by taxation (Charter 1873, section 112). 

In the departmental estimates we display the whole scope of 
the work which it may be advantageous to the public to have 
done, during the year, in detail, item by item. We do not de- 
termine whether the whole or a part of it shall be done, nor 
Whether the work of any one item shall be carried to the extent 
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we propose. That duty is for the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment. We present the general plans of our work — you 
set the limitations on it. As an illustration : For the City 
Hall Park pavement, in 1875, we estimated the cost of 
repaving the whole at $30,000 ; you determined that this work 
should be done in 1876, but that so large a sum should not be 
spent on it. You appropriated $10,000. To this extent the 
work is finished/ and the residue becomes the subject of appro- 
priation for succeeding years.

In the fall of 1875, we sent the following estimate to your 
Board.

For the police we made no separate estimate, bat included 
it in the $554,000, which we asked as one item for Maintenance 
of the Parks. 

The other items of our estimate were single items, and were 
not based on any such subdivision in detail, except the item of 
" Maintenance of Central Park and other City Parks/' the do- 
tails of which are not now material* 
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When your Board made their final revision the reduction of 
the total appropriation to less than half a million was the 
primary point, and the subdivision the secondary point in their 
consideration. Your proceedings show that this must have 
been so. There should have been a redistribution of this total 
sum, and not a proportional reduction of each item. We pro- 
posed a new distribution of the $495,000, which your Board 
disregarded, and, instead, made a general, proportionate reduc- 
tion on all the items. Our redistribution was framed on a 
sharper consideration of the best way of dividing the gross 
sum, so as to keep up the full amount for the important pur- 
poses of our work, and to reduce those which could be post- 
poned, or which were less important. 

The features of the new distribution that we proposed were 
these : 

In salaries, we accepted the reduction to $55,000 in 1876. 

In the police, we proposed to give up the increase we would 
have had if this larger total sum had been appropriated, and 
out of a total of $495,000 we proposed to keep it at $90,000. 
These two items are the waste in carrying the money to its 
proper and primary object — the preservation of the parks and 
grounds under our care. 

In the Harlem River Bridges, it was our plan to rebuild the 
worn out shore spans of the Central Bridge, the draw of which 
had been rebuilt in the previous year. To rebuild these spans 
would cost $23,000. When the appropriation was cut down 
from $59,300 to $10,000 our intention to reconstruct these spans 
was necessarily abandoned, because the other purposes for 
which wo required money to expend on these bridges were 
more imperative, and there was not money enough for these 
purposes, and for the new shore spans also. We proposed to 
leave out the shore 6pans, $23,000, and the forty-eight new 
wheels, &c., $10,000, and to reduce it to $26,500. 
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THE BRONX RIVER BRIDGES. 

I'hese seven bridges were old, and all needed < 
pairs, and three of them to be rebuilt. We desire 
them of iron, and asked for $29,000, which was 
sum.

As the fall season approached, the necessity for money on 
the parks became apparent. 

In the years from 1873 to 1875, the sum expended on the 
maintenance of the city parks, while Mr. Wales and Mr. 
Stebbins were president, averaged $24,000 a month, as follows : 

For the year. Average per month. 

In 1873 $298,527. . $24,877 

1874 818,864 26,592 

1875 250,488 20,874 

The $157,500 given by your Board for 1876 averaged $13,- 
125 a month. During the four months under Mr. Stebbins' 
administration, from January 1 to May 1, $63,500 has been ex- 
pended, leaving for the eight summer and fall months only 
$94,000, an average of $11,700 a month. When I assumed the 
administration in the early part of May, I found this condition 
of things : 

1. That the parks could not be kept up on $11,700 a month 
as well as they had been on $24,000 a month. 

2. That the divisions of the total appropriation by your 
Board had been arbitrary and inconsiderate, and should be 
remedied. 

The saving on the police was of obvious propriety. By in- 
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creased vigilance and discipline, we produced a better service 
from a smaller number of men than had been done before, and 
the saving was a clear gain, because the money thus expended 
leaves no permanent results, such as follows expenditure upon 
the improvement of the parks. 

On the Harlem River Bridges we necessarily postponed the 
reconstruction of the land spans of the Central bridge. The 
iron wheels and other apparatus for the draw on Harlem Bridge 
it was found, on examination, could be safely postponed for an- 
other year, in view of the greater importance of increasing the 
money applicable to the maintenance of the parks. 

In respect to the Bronx River Bridges, we failed to get the 
concurrence of the authorities of Westchester county, and 
therefore could not rebuild any of them. 

These were all proper and judicious subjects of economy. 
On the other hand, we found that the Central Park and the 
maintenance of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards 
were items of imperative necessity. There are 135 miles of 
roads in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards in bad re- 
pair. They needed constant repair and gradual reconstruction 
with stone. The season this fall was favorable to the work, 
and it was very necessary to use a great quantity of stone to 
save the roads from damage through the coming winter. 

In the Central Park the grass had been greatly injured by 
the excessive heat of the summer of 1876. The roads and 
paths needed gravel and thorough repair before the winter set 
in. They had been neglected in previous years, and were get- 
ting to that state when further neglect might lead to the neces- 
sity of expensive reconstruction. The trees all needed close 
examination, and a great deal of work. The money we had 
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. Was insufficient to keep the parks in their ordinary condition. 
We wanted to do more. 

In September I presented this subject to your Board, with 
. an oral argument, stating the points of this letter. At that 
time we were planning our fall work, which could only be done 
at that season. 

We had, by close and watchful economy, gone at a rate which 
would save on these items of appropriations as follows : 

Police . $20,000 00 

Harlem River Bridges 18,000 CO 

Bronx River Bridges . . . 14,000 00 

Independence Day 326 00 

And bad a balance unexpended from 1874 8,913 74 

1875 6,427 59 



We wanted these transferred so as to add to the appropria- 
tions for the maintenance of roads in the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards, and the residue on the Central and City 
Parks. 

This would have put the roads in the Twenty-third and 
Twenty- fourth Wards in first-rate order for the winter, and 
every dollar of the residue could have been spent on the Cen- 
tral Park ; and in that case the total expenditure on the parks 
for the year would have been twenty per cent, less than the 
sum expended in the year 1875. 

If this money had been given us it would have been our 
pride, by better supervision, better workmen, and more rigid 
discipline, to have carried the parks through the year 1876, in 
every respect as well maintained, and with the roads, the turf, 
and the trees and plants in finer condition than they had ever 
been, at. a cost much less than the previous years. 

VII. 
In this letter the following points have been sustained : 
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1st. Of the total of $495,000 oar subdivision was more judi- 
cious in view of the proper object of the expenditure than the 
one fixed for us, and by which we have been hampered. 

2d. lliere is nothing indicative of bad faith, nor inconsistent 
with the public good ; on the contrary, our plan was the 
best. 

3d. Our savings on the items where we have accumulated 
surpluses has been proper ; and 

4th. The work on the Central Park, and on the roads in 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards is the proper object 
on which these savings ought to be expended. 

VIII. 

The records of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
show, constantly and repeatedly, that it is within the law, and 
their uniform practice to make just such transfers as these. 
This power was expressly given to provide for cases like the 
present, in which the experience of a department, as the year 
progresses, becomes a better test of what is the wisest expendi- 
ture than the examinations of another Board before the year 
commences. 

Ten thousand dollars oan still be expended to great advan- 
tage in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards. A great 
deal of work can still be done before the cold weather stops it, 
and gravel and broken stone can be obtained at greatly reduced 
prices, and kept in readiness for the next year's work. This 
atone and gravel cannot be obtained early in the spring, when 
it is most needed. 
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On the Central Park, $30,000 could be used upon tbe roads 
and paths, among tbe trees, and in the accummulation of road 
material at low prices for the spring work. 

For the eight months, from May to December, we have had 
$94,000 to spend upon the parks. The proportion of the ex- 
penditure in the same eight months was, in the preceding years, 
as follows:

1874. 212,000 00 

1873 200,000 00 

It must be obvious to your Board how inadequate has Been 
the sum you have given us, and how difficult it has been to 
keep the parks in order. The whole of the sum that we have 
saved would not be too great for the needs of the parks this 
year. Every dollar of it could be spent to great advantage at 
this season to the good of the parks, and the neglect to expend 
it will greatly increase the expenditure for the work which will 
become necessary for the next spring.

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The Chairman put the question whether the Board would 
agree with said preamble, resolution, and final estimate for the 
year 1877. 

Which was decided in the affirmative by the following vote : 

Affirmative — The Mayor of the City of New York (Chairman), 
the Comptroller of the City of New York, the 
President of the Board of Aldermen, and the 
President of the Department of Taxes and As- 
sessments — 4. 

The Comptroller presented the following communication 
and accompanying statement : 

Finance Department, ) 
Comptroller's Office, j 

New York, December 30, 1876. 
To the Board of Estimate and Apportionment : 

The Provisional Estimate for the year 1877 was adopted be- 
fore I became a member of the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, and I have acted with you only in the work of 
revision of the estimates and appropriations for the ensuing 
year, and in the consideration of the " objections " to and " rec- 
tifications " of said provisional estimate, made by the Board 
of Aldermen, for the purpose of making the final estimate for 
1877. 

This work has been performed by the Board with careful in- 
vestigation and consideration of the whole subject. Besides 
overruling the objections to and rectifications made by the 
Board of Aldermen, in the provisional estimate, which in- 
creased the appropriations one million ninety-six thousand 
seven hundred and twenty-six dollars and eighteen cents, still 
further reductions have been made in the provisional estimate, 
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reducing it over one million dollars, as shown in the statement 
below. 

This is a gratifying result of our revision of the estimates 
and appropriations, in view of the present urgent necessity for 
reducing the taxes as much as possible, on account of the ex- 
traordinary depression of business generally and the deprecia- 
tion in value of real estate. 

The principal items in the annual estimates, however, consist 
of such sums as are included under provisions of law as may 
be necessary for the payment of interest on the bonds and 
stocks of the city and county, and the principal thereof, which 
become due and payable from taxes during the year for which 
the estimates are made ; and, also, so much as may be neces- 
sary to pay the proportion of the State tax required to be paid 
by the city and county of New York, in said year, to- 
gether with such amounts as are fixed and provided 
for by law to be paid to charitable institutions, and for 
salaries of the judges and court officers and other officers 
of the city and county of New York. The Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment have no power over these large items in- 
cluded in the annual estimates, and the exercise of their discre- 
tion in the reduction of the amount of the appropriations is 
limited to those amounts required to pay the expenses of con- 
ducting the public business of the city and county in each de- 
partment and branch thereof. 

In the exercise of their duty the Board has made such re- 
ductions in the departmental estimates as appeared practic- 
able, and have appropriated for all the purposes and objects 
for which appropriations are required only such amounts as 
will, in their judgment, be sufficient to conduct the public busi- 
ness for the ensuing year, under an economical administration 
of all departments and branches of the city government, with- 
out detriment to the public interests. 
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While large redactions have been made in the estimates 
wherein the Board of Estimate and Apportionment have power 
to limit and fix the amount of the appropriations, there is so 
large a diminution in the amount of the estimated revenues of 
the General Fund, to be deducted from the final estimates for 
the year 1877, as materially to affect the total amount of the 
final estimate. 

This decrease in the revenues of the General Fund applic- 
able to the reduction of taxation is caused to a great extent by 
acts passed at the last session of the Legislature, which reduce 
the rates of interest upon taxes and assessments in arrears. 

The sum of $4,000,000 was taken from the appropriations of 
the Final Estimates for 1876, while for the ensuing year, the 
amount of the revenues of the General Fund cannot be esti- 
mated to exceed $2,500,000. 

Were it not for the falling off of the revenues of the General 
Fund, the Final Estimate for 1877 would show a reduction of 
$1,500,000 more, even than it does in comparison with the Final 
Estimate of 1876. to which' reference is made in the detailed 
statement hereto annexed :

The amount of the appropriations in the Final 
Estimate for 1877, is 30,984,269 48 

Showing a total reduction in the amount of the 
Provisional Estimate of $1,105,701 14 



It appears, therefore, that very material reductions have been 
made in the appropriations subject to the action of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, resulting in a large and grati- 
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fying diminution in the amount and rate of taxation for the 
ensuing year. 

Deducting from the amount of the appropriations for 1877 
the sum of $2,500,000 for the estimated revenues of the Gen- 
eral Fund, the Tax Levy for the ensuing year, not reckoning 
the amount to be added by the Board of Supervisors to pro- 
vide for deficiencies in the product of the tax, will be $28,484,- 
269.48, as against $30,904,395^64 in 1876, when the sum of 
$4,000,000 was deducted from the appropriations for 1876, on 
account of the estimated revenues of the General Fund. 

Basing taxation upon the assessed valuations of the present 
year, the proximate rate of tax for the year 1877 will be about 
2.65 per cent.
